Woadrow Wilson Declared 


EXPRESSED SURPRISE eopeubentes SHOULD BE RAISED 


Firm Belief in Evolution 


Washington, July 6—Woodrow 
Wilson was a firm believer in the 
theory of evolution. 

His statement on the subject, con- 
tained ‘in a blunt and characteristic 
letter published in science, is inter- 
esting in view of the opposing opin- 
ions of two secretaries of state in his 
administration who will appear in the 
Scopes trial at Dayton, Tenn., Wil- 
liam Jennings pryan and Bainbridge 
Colby. ; 

The letter was addressed to Pro- 
fessor W. C. Curtis, of the University 
of Missouri, dated August 29, 1922, 
while Wilson was in retirement at 
his street home here. Wilson 
wrote: 

“May it not suffice for me to say, 


in reply to your letter of August 25, 
that, of course, like every other man 
of intelligence and education I do be- 
lieve in organic evolution.

“It surprises me that at thie date 


such question should be raised.” 


That was-all. 

The subject of: evolution waz close 
to Wilson's heart. The uncle for whom 
he was named, Rev. James Wocllrow, 
suffered persecution because of his 
evolution teachings while Wilson was 
still in his teens, 


Dr. Woodrow was dismisseil from 
his chair at the South Carolina Col- 
lege and Theological seminary at Co- 
lumbia, S. C., and adjudged a heretic. 
Though he: was reinstated a year 
later, the case was afterward reopened 
and Dr. Woodrow definitely severed 
his connection with the school.

HIGHWAY REFORM 
SEEN IN HOUSE 
COMPANION BILLS 


Measures Introduced by 
Troup County Members 
Will Come Up in Senate 
Today. 


Two bills which are regarded by a 
large number of ‘members of the gen- 
eral assembly as the measures which 
will eventually be passed to reorgan- 
ize the state highway department.

“HEWN WETS’ Dr Jennings Is Declared 


FIRST TO CONTROL PROCESS AMONG LIVING THINGS 


Leader In Evolution Work 


Baltimore, July, 6.—)—Dr. Herb- 
ert Spencer Jennings, professor 
and director of zoological labortory 
at Johns Hopkins university here, is 
the “first actually to see and control 
the process of evolution among living 
things.” 

The statement is contained in a 
newly published report of biological 
activities at Johns Hopkins and is 
considered by scientists at the 
tution as being of special significance 
in view of the coming trial of John 
T. Seopes, charged with the teaching 
(or evolution in ‘violation of the Ten- 
rnessee statutes. 

“The evidence of evolution.” the 
report declares, “had been read in the 
jrocks and the structures of plants 
‘and animals, but under the micre- 
scope Dr. Jennings was able to follow 
evolution not as a theory but as a 
thing that was actually taking place.” 

Dr. Jennings has shown, the scien 
'ticts believe, that living things as ob- 
served from the one-celled animals are 
not statie, but developed.

“Intensified study,’ Dr. Jennings 
declared, “reveals that hereditary char- 
acteristics do become changed by ex- 
ternal conditions. Through such diver- 
sities continuing for great numbers of 
eenerations single stocks, uniform in 
their hereditary characteristics grad- 
ually differentiate into many faintly 
differing hereditary features: Again 
the process is gradual, or by steps so 
small that single ones are impercepti- 
ble. 
“In higher organisms the state of 
knowledge on this point appears less 
satisfactory. But the evidence so far 
as it goes indicates that the processes
